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Editorial 

An Old Tradition 

Members of the City Council are expected to uphold 
and perpetuate an old Sierra Madre tradition when they 
meet Tuesday night—the appointment of a new member. 

If the Council waited beyond Tuesday—or, to be spe¬ 
cific, beyond Sept. 28—a special election would have to 
be held to fill the vacancy created by the resignation a 
month ago of Lome Pratt. 

This would be contrary to tradition and, most dreadful 
of all, might result in the election by the people of a 
“self-seeker.” Or, in short, somebody councilmen would 
rather see remain a private citizen. 

True, Mr. Pratt's term would have expired in April, 
making the appointment of his successor a short one. 

True, also, a special election would cost probably up 
to $1,000 — an expenditure many taxpayers might think 
wasteful in view of the April elections. 

It’s equally true, however, that a councilman appointed 
in September will have a much better chance of re-election 
in April than his opponent, if he has one. 

Quite probably the man appointed by the Council will 
be a credit to the community. This doesn't alter the fact, 
though, that the repeated appointment of members rather 
than their election could easily lead to a closed corpora¬ 
tion. Or to rule by a clique. 

Also disturbing is the fact that since Mr. Pratt's resig 
nation not one word has been made publicly as to whom 
the Council is considering to replace him. 

After the Council meeting of Sept. 10, Mayor James 
called for an executive session, presumably to discuss the 
qualifications of candidates. Under the law, the press and 
public may be barred from Council meetings called to dis¬ 
cuss personnel, both those classified as employed and 
those appointed. 

Mr. Pratt’s successor will be "appointed," it's true, but 
the job of councilman is also an elective one. not normally 
an appointive position, as is membership on the Planning 
Commission or Library Board. 

The line here, it appears, is a fine one. 

This is not to suggest that councilmen are proceeding 
illegally or do not have the best interests of their constitu¬ 
ents at heart. Far from it. 

The question, however, of appointments rather than 
elections, and of closed meetings to discuss matters which 
must rightly be considered of great public interest, should 
be scrutinized more closely than has been the case in 
the past. 

Perhaps this is one tradition we could do without?— 
H.W.E.

AND DONT forget that 
when the retired general gets 
sick he can get the best of 
medical and hospital care 
for practically nothing. We 
have a lot of government- 
supported socialized medi¬ 
cine in this country, but only 
the privileged few — Presi¬ 
dents, cabinet officers, sena¬ 
tors, congressmen, depart¬ 


mental big shots in Wash¬ 
ington—are allowed to bene¬ 
fit by it. Such hospitals as 
Walter Reed and Bethesda 
Naval were, of course, built 
for the armed forces. But 
you have to be pretty well 
up in rank in the armed 
forces to get half the serv¬ 
ice in them that an_ influ¬ 
ential member of an appro¬ 
priations committee would 
get. 

* * ♦ 

DONT GET me wrong. I 
honor our men in uniform, 
high and low. It’s the con¬ 
gressmen who are shocked 
by mere mention of social¬ 
ized medicine who head 
straight for a government 
hospital when they get sick 
who fret me. 

And I do think that Joe 
Dokes, retired and strug¬ 
gling along on social secur¬ 
ity, should have as much 
right to earning all he can 
in addition to that pension 
as Gen. MacArthur has. Oh, 
sure, I’m prejudiced. I’m one 
of the Joe Dokeses. 

* * * 

MANY SIERRA Madreans 
never knew that Jessie 
Sprague lived in their city. 
She has been battling ill 
health for years and was 
gnarled and twisted by ar¬ 
thritis. But there was noth¬ 
ing twisted about her heart 
It overflowed with kindness 
and beauty. I never heard 
her mention her own ills, 
and I never heard her men¬ 
tion her benevolences, but 
there were plenty of both. 
The sufferings of a great 
many persons have been 
lessened because that quiet, 
unassuming little woman 
lived, and will be sincerely 
saddened by her heath. 

NEW HOME OFFICE 

Kenneth D. Childs, presi¬ 
dent of Home Savings and 
Loan Association, has an¬ 
nounced the purchase of the 
southwest corner of property 
at First and Huntington 
Drive in Arcadia. The prop¬ 
erty, sold to Home by Mr. 
and Mrs. Tom K. McGinley, 
will be the future site of the 
Arcadia branch office of 
Home Savings & Loan. 


We’re sailing for Europe 
(at our own expense) on 
what will be the first real 
vacation since I entered Con¬ 
gress. We intend to travel 
through 10 countries, see the 
sights and learn a bit before 
returning to the States and 
California late in the fall. 

During the trip I hope to 
find time for first-hand 
study of such subjects as 
government financed hous¬ 
ing. the devaluation of mon¬ 
ey, pegged currencies and 
their effect on the economy 
of Western Europe. These 
and related matters come up 
constantly before my con¬ 
gressional committee, Bank¬ 
ing and Currency. 

I hope, too, to send back 
occasional columns w h i c h 
will comment on the Euro¬ 
pean scene. These will be in¬ 
terspersed with items about 
Washington and about Con- 
grss itself—what we did or 
didn’t do this year, and what 
we hope to do when we re¬ 
convene in January. 

Meanwhile I expect to stay 
in close contact with my 
Washington offiice. The staff 
will stay on duty and is 
equipped to dig out informa¬ 
tion in a hurry. If problems 
demand my attention, I’ll be 
able to give it. 

The world today is such 
that one can get far away— 
and still be close by. We 
hope to take advantage of it. 
* * * 

TAX REDUCTIONS will be 
high on the agenda when 
Congress reconvenes on Jan. 
7. The House Ways and 
Means Committee, whose 
primary concern is the rais¬ 
ing of revenue, has set two 
months of hearings which 
will encompass a sweeping 
review of the federal tax sys¬ 
tem. 

President Eisenhower says 
he favors tax cuts if they 
can be granted within the 
framework of a balanced 
budget. He already has or¬ 
dered the executive bureaus 
and agencies to slash ex¬ 
penses wherever possible. 
Many jobs will not be filled 
in the events of death, re¬ 
tirement or discharge. Other 
executive savings are in 
store. 

At adjournment time the 
thinking on Capitol Hill 
seemed to lean toward 
“package” tax reductions 
that would spread the bene¬ 
fits to as many people and 
groups as possible. The 
"package” would include re¬ 
lief not only for individuals, 
but would contain a small 
reduction in the corporate 
income tax, something for 
small business, and some at¬ 
tention to excise taxes. 

In my opinion our econ¬ 
omy bloc helped set the 
stage for tax reductions. In 
pushing for savings this 
year, we were acting on a 
mandate from the American 
people who expressed them¬ 
selves loudly when they saw 
the extent of the federal 
budget. 

Savings appear to be 
around $5 billion. Possibly 
some of it will have to be 
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restored through supplemen¬ 
tal appropriations next year, 
but the important fact is that 
it finally became popular 
for Congress to save rather 
than spend. If this senti¬ 
ment continues and we can 
dislodge the “spenders” from 
important positions in Con¬ 
gress, we can hope for even 
greater savings. 

But one thing is clear. 
However and wherever the 
tax cuts come next year, 
there’ll be a political tug-of- 
war to claim credit for them. 
Each party wants something 
to boast about when it goes 
into next year's congression¬ 
al elections. The first session 
of the 85th Congress was dis¬ 
tinguished perhaps by an ab¬ 
sence of bad legislation, but 
politicians know they can’t 
win votes by not doing 
something negative. They’ve 
got to do something positive, 
and putting money back into 
the taxpayer’s pocket is 
about as positive a thing as 
possible. Hence the conniv¬ 
ing to take credit. 

* * * 

ONE OF THE most impor 
trfnt bills to pass Congress 
during the final week was 
H.R. 7915, designed to pro¬ 
tect the FBI files from being 
opened promiscuously to de¬ 
fendants. This bill resulted 
from the Supreme Coure de¬ 
cision in the Jencks case, a 
decision widely criticized in 
Congress and elsewhere be¬ 
cause it forced the FBI to 
drop prosecution of a num¬ 
ber of cases rather than dis¬ 
close* important information 
to alleged criminals and 
traitors. 

H.R. 7915 may be the fore¬ 
runner to other bills which 
will offset other Supreme 
Court decisions under attack. 
Among the bills are two of 
my own, H.R. 679 and H.R. 
6567, designed to guarantee 
that the Federal Govern¬ 
ment will not preempt the 
rights that have been grant¬ 
ed to the states or to the 
people by the 10th Amend¬ 
ment to the Constitution. 

Not only must we protect 
America from her enemies 
abroad, but as well from 
those at home who believe 
that the Federal Govern¬ 
ment must absorb various 
responsibilities that have 

been reserved for the people. 

* * * 

DURING THE first seven 
months of 1957, visits at 
areas administered by the 
National Park Service in¬ 
creased by 9.4 per cent over 
last year. New areas brought 
into the system include Cape 
Hatteras National Seashore 
Recreation Area, Booker T. 
Washington National Monu 
ment, Independence Nation¬ 
al Historical Park and six 
other areas. 

Approximately 55 million 
persons visited the Park 
Service areas last year, and 
the figure is expected to top 
60 million this year.

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“SPORT" IN TENNESSEE 
—The smog over the Capitol 
gets so thick that often it’s 
hard to see just what’s go¬ 
ing on in the rest of the 
country. One of the little 
items we missed until just 
now was a story out of Chat¬ 
tanooga, Tenn. We pass it on 
as a sign of the times. 

Down in that town it 
seems the Ku KIux Klan is 
sponsoring a youthful soft¬ 
ball team. It's a little hard 
to envision that outfit en¬ 
tering any so-called sports 
event, since we have always 
believed that fair play was 
always part of the game. But 
the KKK team is right in 
there and was even one of 
those chosen to represent the 
City of Chattanooga in a 
tournament at Nashville. 

What’s really hard to un¬ 
derstand is the fact that a 
local public utility, The 
Chattanooga Gas Co., has 
also entered a team in the 
tournament. So has a Chat¬ 
tanooga congregation, the St. 
Elmo Baptist Church. We 
can't imagine what brand of 
religion is preached in that 
church. 

What we find hardest to 
understand, though, is the 
attitude of the officials of 
this large Southern city. 
Despite the fact that The 
Chattanooga Times brought 
the whole matter to their at¬ 
tention in no uncertain 
terms, they were willing to 
open publicly supported fa¬ 
cilities to the Ku KIux Klan. 
* * * 

CAN YOU imagine what 
would happen in most other 
cities if a public utility were 
to enter a tournament with 
a team sponsored by the 
Communist Party? Yet the 
Klan is also on the Attorney 
General’s “subversive list”. 

The Chattanooga officials 
regard this as purely a local 
matter and undoubtedly 
hoped that it might be hush¬ 
ed up in the rest of the coun¬ 
try. But these things have a 
way of getting around and 
we’re happy to do our part 
in seeing that they do. 

Fortunately for citizens of 
that state Chattanooga is 
not the only city in Tennes¬ 
see. There is also Clinton.

"HOSPITALITY" IN ALA¬ 
BAMA —On the same day 
that news came out of Chat¬ 
tanooga there was a little- 
noticed wire service item 
from Maplesville, Ala. The 
United Press told the story 
with this lead: 

“Three Negroes who were 
flogged by* 150 hooded Ku 
KIux Klansmen have fled 
this town and others are 
afraid to leave their homes 
at night, a white business¬ 
man said today. 

"Raymond Stremming said 
Negroes on the night shift 
at his veneer plant were 
‘afraid to come to work.’ He 
said he had been warned to 
leave town.” 

No reason was given for 
the violence. 

We report this item for the 
benefit of those who insist 
that conditions have “sub¬ 
sided” in the South and who 
wonder whether a civil rights 
bill was really necessary. In 
passing we might mention 
that the story also graphic¬ 
ally illustrates the KKK con¬ 
cept of good sportsmanship. 
The odds against the three 
Negroes they flogged were 
only 50 to 1.

WHY THE HOUSING 
BOOM BECAME A BUST— 

Housing activity in the U.S. 
is now at its lowest point in 
eight years. Officials of the 
federal housing agencies, 
headed by a former con¬ 
gressman who always op¬ 
posed public housing (Al¬ 
bert Cole), are wringing their 
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hands and offering long- 
winded explanations on 
what's happened, 

We don’t particularly go 
for experts who over-simplify 
things, but in this case we 
believe the answer is pretty 
plain. The high cost of mon¬ 
ey, the interest rate you pay 
your bank for a housing 
loan, is now 16 2/3 per cent 
higher on FI!A - guaranteed 
loans than it was just nine 
months ago. 

This is the story in brief: 

If you were buying a house 
last December through FHA 
you paid a maximum of 4% 
per cent interest. The Eisen¬ 
hower administration and 
Federal Reserve then raised 
it to 5 per cent. Then in mid¬ 
summer it went up to 514 
per cent. On top of all this 
there is a mortage insurance 
charge of ’2 of 1 per cent. 
And that’s how the percent¬ 
age of increase went up 
16 2/3 per cent. 

Sen. Sparkman (D Ala.) 
says this provides a “wind¬ 
fall” of $15,000,000 for bank¬ 
ers and other money lenders. 
* * * 

FOREIGN NOTE— While 
the price of gasoline and oil 
remains at record-high lev¬ 
els in their country, the Brit¬ 
ish auto manufacturers are 
trying to get more miles-per- 
gallon out of their 1958 mod 
els. In this country it’s dif¬ 
ferent. Most U.S. auto com¬ 
panies are still shying away 
from the small economy-size 
car despite the success of 
the British Morris Minor and 
the German Volkswagen in 
penetrating t h e American 
market. 

In most parts of this coun¬ 
try gasoline and petroleum 
products are also more ex¬ 
pensive than ever before. But 
our auto manufacturers are 
trying for more power and 
less miles per gallon. My 
1949 Dodge (six cylinders) 
got 16 mpg in city driving 
and 17 mpg in the country. 
My new Ford (also a six) 
barely gets 12 mpg in the 
city or country. 

Dr. Albert Fogg, director of 
the British Motor Industry 
Research Association, says 
they are trying for a 30 per 
cent increase in mileage per 
gallon. The Morris Minor 
now gets better than 35 
miles per gallon. 

Speaking of U.S. manufac¬ 
turers, Fogg said: 

“They can fight the battle 
of longer and lower-looking 
cars. We’ll concentrate on 
development of more effi¬ 
cient and economical ve¬ 
hicles.”

Although 
classed as a climber, Golden 
Showers can be grown as a 
large bush, or trained to pil¬ 
lar shape. Unlike many 
climbers, this lovely cham¬ 
pion has a long blooming 
period. 

THE COMPANION winner 
in 1957 was a beautiful white 
floribunda, White Bouquet. 
This rose has the added dis¬ 
tinction of being the first 
white rose to win the All- 
America award. Its fragrant, 
gardenia-like white or 
creamy blooms are large for 
the floribunda class: 4 
inches or more across. The 
shrub is compact, low-grow¬ 
ing and well-foliaged. 

One lovely new rose fast 
gaining popularity in Cali¬ 
fornia is Love Song. A des- 
cendent of the ever-admired 
Peach, Love Song is bi-color: 
its lovely petals are rich sal¬ 
mon-pink on the inside and 
brilliant yellow on the out¬ 
side. 

One great attraction of 
Spartan, another of the new 
rose availabilities, is the ex¬ 
tremely long blooming sea¬ 
son, from early spring to se¬ 
vere frost. It has gorgeous 
burnt orange-red, softening 
to reddish coral. The blooms 
of this vigorous floribunda 
have a sweet old rose fra¬ 
grance. 

Stunning Montezuma i s 
another recent introduction 
which has already joined the 
ranks of the standard fa¬ 
vorites. Bright scarlet-orange 
flowers bloom freely on this

Dawn and Gladiator. Both 
are easily trained and quite 
disease resistant. The flow¬ 
ers of Coral Dawn are coral- 
pink, while Gladiator’s hlos- 
some range from deep pink 
to light red. 

The earlier mentioned 1958 
champions will be eagerly 
welcomed when they are dis¬ 
tributed in January, One of 
them, White Knight, is the 
result of a long search for a 
perfect white hybrid tea. The 


difficulty has been to de¬ 
velop a white rose that will 
not ball or discolor regard¬ 
less of weather. White 
Knight answers this chal- 
feenge. 

TWO FLORIBUNDAS, Fusi¬ 
lier and Gold Cup, received 
the All-America award this 
year. The floribunda is a 
bushier, lower-growing plant 
than the standard hybrid 
tea and has smaller flowers 
growing in clusters or sprays 
rather than larger roses on 
long stems. Floribundas are 
especially useful as border 
plants. 

Fusilier is a luminous, 
brilliant orange-red rose 
with frilled petals. The 
blooms form immense clus¬ 
ters on the glossy, dark- 
green foliage of this medium 
growiing'’shrub. 

Gold Cup is an unusual 
achievement: a pure golden- 
yellow rose. Many y el low 
roses have a tendency to 
vary in color from inside to 
edge of petal, but not Gold 
Cup. It is pure, non-fading 
and pleasantly fragrant. The 
plentiful foliage of this 
bushy 2 1 2 -foot shrub is high¬ 
ly disease resistant.
